in things they needed. Warehouse stocks were 


drawn out to m eet demands. 
In Cleveland, a citywide cam paign among 
auto dealers to step up new-car sales during 
one week of special selling effort cam e up 
to the full expectations of its backers. 
A financial writer for the New York Herald 
Tribune. Donald T. Rogers, has suggested a 
nationwide ‘'Purchases Day” to stimulate a 
spurt of buying by consumers who have put 
off the decision to buy for one reason or 
another. 
This would be sim ilar to the “ Buy Now*’ 
campaign of the ’30s. But today in the late 
’50s. its chances of success would be far 
greater because potential buying power to 
use up inventories exists. 
If the inventories were gone, orders for 
replacem ents would open up job opportuni­ 
ties. The air of uncertainty about the im ­ 
m ediate future that has hung like a pall 
over the nation's capacity 
for 
production 
would be blown away by the prospect of 
new business. 
Personal savings in the United States in­ 
creased during 1957, despite rising prices. 
The prelim inary estim ate of retail sales in 
January this year indicates an improvement 
over the 1957 average and an improvement 


even over the total for 
December, 
peak 
month for Christm as shopping. 
The United States has the wherewithal to 
buy just as certainly as it has the capacity 
to produce. What is lacking is confidence to 
use it$, buying wherewithal to the limit. 
That would mean that all whose buying 
power has not been cut back by unemploy­ 
m ent or shorter work weeks would have to 
m ake up for those who have lost part of 


their consuming capacity. More than ever 
before, it is clear that economic slowdown 
is m ore a m atter of popular psychology than 
of economic determ inism . 
By the sam e token, economic pickup is 
more likely to be caused by a change of 
psychology than by a shift 
of 
economic 
factors. 
W hatever it will take to stim ulate the 
buying movement that could narrow the gap 
between consumer spending and productive 
capacity cannot be foretold. The only thing 
that would do it without fail is w ar—the one 
thing that would be too high a price to pay. 
In the absence of war. confidence will have 
to prompt the consumer decisions that will 
use up stocks on hands and create orders 
for replacem ents at a rate that will stim ulate 
employment. 
Anything 
that 
promotes 
confidence is. 
therefore, constructive. Anything that has the 
effect of hurting confidence is destructive. 
That is the standard by which all actions 
to combat recession must be judged.

With eight candidates on the tickets and 
with virtually only three weeks until the pri­ 
m ary, there Is little time to waste. Consci­ 
entious voters must begin at once to take 
every possible step to determ ine the adm in­ 
istrative philosophy and objectives of each 
candidate.

Foreign Oil Hits Texas 


By Raymond Motey 


HOUSTON 
Texas is renowned for its wealth 
and its unusually fine and ample 
state services in education, high­ 
ways, its welfare and correctional 
institutions and its high personal 
standards of living. These bless­ 
ings to a considerable degree flow 
from its great resources in oil, cot­ 
ton, tim ber and its shipping. 
One of these industries, cotton, 
has been in distress for some tim e 
due to increased cotton production 
abroad. 
Now 
a 
greater 
threat 
comes from foreign oil and its in­ 
vasion of the American m arket 
which has been a heavy taker of 
Texas oil and gas. 
A very considerable part — 22 
per cent — of’its revenue for state 
services has come from taxes on 
its rich oil production. But now, 
with its m arket for that oil con­ 
stricted by foreign oil more cheap­ 
ly produced, 
oil production has 
been seriously pinched. 
Its 
oil 
stocks 
have 
mounted 
rapidly. Under state authority oil 
production 
has 
been 
cut 
back 
severely. 
For March the daily cut-back is 
over 500.000 barrels and the allow­ 
able days of production have been 
limited to nine. 
This com pares 
with 18 days in March, 1957. But 
still oil stocks are a heavy surplus 
weighing on the m arket. This is 
estim ated to be, by April I, 112 
million barrels over normal. 
Much of the trouble originated 
during the Suez troubles in 1956 
when, in the face of a threatened 
stoppage of oil supplies from the 
Middle East, American oil produc­ 
tion was allowed to mount. 
Because of a pinch now in the 
Texas oil production industry state 
revenues have fallen badly. The 


annual report of the state comp­ 
troller shows that for the biennium 
beginning 
next September there 
will be a state government deficit 
of IOO million dollars. 
This would 
mean 
that 
unless 
there is relief from the glut of oil 
im ports into the United States the 
state will need to find tax sources 
which hitherto have never 
been 
dream ed of. 
The state has been free from 
burdensome state income and sales 
taxes. But these are the unhappy 
alternatives. The state has m ain­ 
tained fine public schools in its 
communities 
because 
of 
state 
grants of over 250 million dollars, 
one-third of which cam e from oil 
revenues. 
Its fine state supported colleges 
and 
technical 
institutions 
have 
shared this wealth. 
For some tim e there has been 
considerable controversy 
between 
the big oil companies which deal 
not only in American produced oil 
but also in im ports and the “ in­ 
dependents” 
who 
live 
only 
on 
American oil resources. 
Oil journals have been full of 
this discussion 
for 
nearly 
two 
years. The big im porters have con­ 
tended that despite their supplies 
of cheaper foreign oil 
they 
are 
eager to keep the American pro­ 
ducing industry alive and prosper­ 
ous. The independents have charg­ 
ed a threatened monopoly. 
W hatever the m erits of this argu­ 
ment, Texas, the symbol of wealth 
and state sufficiency, is in trouble. 
Its leaders hate the idea of federal 
financial aid but they claim the 
right of federal protection against 
excessive oil imports. 
Much will be heard in the pres­ 
ent session of Congress about this 
issue.

enced a “ bank holiday” that closed 
all banks for a week beginning 
March 6, 1933. 
I t 
signalized 
the start of the 
“ New Deal”— 
a 
reform era 
that continued 
f o r m a n y 
years. 
To this day, 
the leadership 
o f 
President I 
F r a n klin D. 
Roosevelt 
i n 
David Lawrence 
that crisis is often extolled, espe­ 
cially the reassuring words of his 
inaugural address: “ The only thing 
we have to fear is fear itself.” 
Little was said then, however, 
and little has been said since about 
how the bank crisis could have 
been avoided. Nor was it learned 
until many years later that the 
American banks on the whole were 
really solvent. Only about 22 per 
cent were forced into liquidation 
and even these paid out 85 cents 
on the depositor’s dollar. Persons 
with less than $5,000 on deposit in 
these banks actually got 90 cents 
on the dollar. 
The “ bank holiday” should never 
have occurred and it would not 
have been necessary if there had 
been real leadership on the part of 
Mr. Roosevelt in the period be­ 
tween the election in November 
and his inauguration in March. 
Herbert Hoover, who was the out­ 
going President, pleaded in vain 
with the President-elect to cooper­ 
ate in working out a formula for 
the transition period that would 
have established confidence in the 
financial 
institutions 
o f 
the 
country. 


BLT 
MR. 
ROOSEVELT, 
who 
was poorly advised, was told by 
his political friends that, if he sat 
down with the incumbent P resi­ 
dent, there would be a certain 
political responsibility attached to 
his record for the events of that 
period and that he had better wait 
until inauguration day before as­ 
suming 
any 
responsibility. 
Al­ 
though 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
cam e 
to 
Washington for a perfunctory visit 
with the outgoing President, it did 
little good. For the air was filled 
with rum ors about Mr. Roosevelt’s 
intention to revalue gold and to 
call in all the precious m etal for 
the government to hold. Gold has 
not since circulated in this country. 
It is difficult to estim ate in dol­ 
lars the dam age done by the 1933 
“ bank holiday.” The economic and 
financial m achinery of the nation 
was paralyzed. Since then a sys­ 
tem of federal insurance of bank 
deposits has been established but 
even before this it would have been 
easy for the federal government. 
if Congress had approved, to ex­ 
tend promptly the authority of an 
agency like the Reconstruction Fi­ 
nance Corporation so as to en­ 


able the banks to borrow from the 
government tem porarily to cover 
their frozen assets. 
It will always be a m atter of 
great puzzlement to historians as 
to why this w asn't done earlier. 
The only conclusion reached by 
m any of us who witnessed at first 
hand the events of that period was 
that partisan politics prevented im ­ 
m ediate action. 
The D em ocrats who controlled 
Congress at the tim e also wanted 
to wait for the new adm inistra­ 
tion to take over. The politicians 
fiddled while millions of Ameri­ 
cans lost their jobs and for a con­ 
siderable tim e were deprived of 
the use of their savings. 
The transition period nowadays 
between the presidential election 
in November and inauguration day 
—Jan. 20, as fixed by constitution­ 
al am endm ent—is somewhat short­ 
er but the dangers are just the 
same. 
An incoming adm inistration does 
not have the obligation to cooper­ 
ate with the outgoing adm inistra­ 
tion in an emergency. Incidental­ 
ly, the British Parliam entary sys­ 
tem 
provides 
for 
instantaneous 
transfer of power after an election. 


THERE CAN 
BE 
little doubt 
thai had proper steps been taken 
in November and Decem ber of 
1932, with the cooperating of the 
i n c o m i n g adm inistration, the 
“ Roosevelt depression” which fol­ 
lowed could have been avoided. 
The unemployment figures for 
those years are significant. The 
num ber of persons out of work 
rose from 14 million in 1929 to 
12.060.000 in 1932 during the “ Hoo­ 
ver depression.” 
But, with Mr. 
Roosevelt in office, the unemploy­ 
m ent figure of 1933 went up to 
12,830,000. 
There were still 10.390,000 unem ­ 
ployed in 1938—after six years of 
the 
“ New 
D eal.” 
It was 
only 
when World War II broke out that 
the figure cam e down appreciably 
—to 5,560,000 in 1941 and finally 
to 670,000 in 1944. 
But most people have forgotten 
that there were 2,270,000 unemploy­ 
ed again in the year after World 
W ar II ended and that in early 
1950—just before the Korean W ar 
—the unemployed total rose to 4,- 
828.000 during the “ Trum an reces­ 
sion.” 
There are more people now in 
the total labor force than ever be­ 
fore, so unemployment statistic* 
should really be examined in term* 
of percentages. About 28.6 per cent 
of the labor force was idle at the 
bottom of the depression in 1933. 
Although about five million are out 
of work today, this represents only 
7.4 per cent of the total labor 
force as com pared with the post­ 
war high of 7.8 per cent in 1950 
during the Trum an adm inistration.

called 
a 
“ recession.” 
whereas anything above is likely 
to be term ed a “ depression.”

Something has been showing up 
in the mail at our house that may 
show which way the good will is 
going to blow for the next little 
while. 
A letter from a business concern 
acknowledging 
an 
order for an 
item 
of 
advertised 
m erchandise 
carried this information under the 
typed-in 
date: 
“ A 
cool, 
m isty 
m orning.” 
It took only a few seconds for 
a stenographer to type it. along 
with the rest of the letter—and it 
was sort of warming to know how 
things were that morning in the 
city where the letter originated. 
Another business concern, spe­ 
cializing in oddities, acknowledged 
an order for one of its advertised 
items with a whoop-dee-doo cata­ 
log bearing pictures of the owner 
and his family. 
That was a cozy touch too, and 
for once it is impossible to feel 
frost-bitten about a way of doing 
business that is only half a red 
hair from being as phony as a 
movie teardrop. 
Because the fact is that busi­ 
ness is going to be done one way 
or another, and it costs nothing ex­ 
tra to put imagination into it. For 
some years, there has been m ount­ 
ing pressure against cut-and-dried 
routines that were so artificial they 
struck a sour note. No one in his 
right mind, for example ever said 
to another human being, “ Yours 
of the 15th inst, received and beg 
to reply” etc. 
The stilted styles of the genera­ 
tion which cream ed them up have 
been waved away, and today no 
business executive who lacks the 
ability to write a personal letter 
that sounds sincere can last long 
enough to get a let up on his 
stock-purchase option. 
But this does not cover the non­ 
personal letter—the one reproduc­ 
ed endlessly with nothing changed 
but the nam es and figures. Some­ 
tim es there is not even that to 
change. A form letter goes to a 
million recipients, m ore or less, 
and every copy is like every other. 
It is justifiable to use a folksy 
touch in a form letter to build good 
will? Rem em ber, the sophisticates 
will spot the hollow ring without 
delay and consign the whole m ess 
to contempt and ridicule. 
But rem em ber, too, that sophis­ 
ticates are a minor fraction of 
this earth’s population, and the 
rest of us get as much of a glow 
from a folksy letter as we get from 
the poetry of E dgar Guest, He 
didn’t really write it for us, but 
he m ust have heard of us. 
We don’t dig anything else. 
We’re folksy at heart, and if it 
gags tne sopm sticates they can oe 


excused to go out into the yard 
and be sick. 
“ A cool m isty morning. . 
It was a cold, bleak afternoon 
when the letter was opened and 
read. We felt as if we should grab 
a pencil stub and a piece of butch­ 
er paper and tell our climatolog­ 
ical pals how things were at our 
end of the line. 
As long as good will is worth 
striving for, th at’s the way the 
striving should . be done. Phony? 
Sure it is. As phony as being asked 
a dozen tim es day, “ How are you?” 
But gratifying to hear, even if it 
has been converted by repetition 
into a stereotyped phrase.

The closing of the m ain canal 
route into West Berlin again re­ 
minds the world that this Com­ 
m unist-surrounded sector of the 
form er Germ an capital is out on a 
100-mile limb.

Competitive Urge In Sports 
Seen Fundamental Instinct 


Francis Wallace, Bellaire auth­ 
or, told the Rotary Club Tuesday 
the “competitive urge is a fun­ 
damental human instinct which 
has inevitably played a vital part 
in the histories of nations.” 
Wallace, newspaperman, maga­ 
zine writer and sports authority, 
discussed “The Place of Sports 
in the American Life” in his ap­ 
pearance at the club's luncheon 
meeting in the Travelers Hotel. 
He was introduced by Lawrence 
Sixt, program chairman. 
“Barbarians have held it cap­ 
tive for individual brutality and 


“Sports have achieved a unique­ 
ly valuable place in our national 
life for the very simple reason 
that they stem from our national 
character.

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Buying W itll Caution Now, Saving More 
Consumer Will Break Up Recession 


By STERLING F. GREEN 
WASHINGTON to —The consum­ 
er is the man who. sooner or later. 
will break up this recession. But 
right now he is buying with cau­ 
tion. saving more. trying to get 
old bills paid before he takes on 
new debt. 
That’s the story told in city after 
city to Associated Press reporters 
conducting 
this 
“ How’s 
Busi­ 
ness?” survey across the country. 
Out 
in 
Reno, 
Nev., 
where 
gambling is flourishing and busi­ 
ness is ahead of a year ago, a 
puzzled banker said: “ People are 
nervous 
without 
knowing 
what 
they’re nervous about.” 
Retailers 
reported 
buyers 
are 
well heeled but bargain conscious. 
They seem less willing to pledge 
a piece of future income for a 
new car or refrigerator, either be­ 
cause they’re less sure the income 
will hold up or because they think 
prices may drop a bit if they wait 
—a vain hope. so far. 
The aver age consumer is drink­ 
ing a bit less liquor, buying more 


ham burger and less steak, giving 
smaller tips. 
Except in the harder-hit areas, 
he has been making his regular 
church contributions and planning 
his sum m er vacation at the same 
resort. In more rarefied income 
brackets, he is keeping up his 
country club membership.

Nashville 
furrier 
reported: 
“ My most popular mink lines this 
year are in the $750 range. Last 
year 
the 
most 
popular 
sellers 
were around SI XKK). ” But he can 
still sell mink coats. 
The survey suggested that the 
salaried, 
white 
collar 
employe 
hasn’t felt much pinch. Even so. 
more wives are looking for part­ 
time jobs, all across the country. 
And more people are letting their 
part-tim e maids go. More children 
are carrying lunches, instead of 
buying hot lunches at the school 
cafeteria. 
Across the country, A F news­ 
men found, it was factory workers 
who were bearing the brunt of the 
recession. 


Major credit organizations re­ 
port that defaults and reposses­ 
sions are up a trifle but the losses 
still are low—certainly not alarm ­ 
ing, nothing to suggest that the 
jconsumer is overloaded with debt. 
This is a sampling of the reports 
given AP interviewers:

A big San Francisco department 
store—“Collections 
are 
good. 
It 
could be that people want to put 
their houses in order and get rid 
of debt before they feel any real 
recession effects.” 
A United Auto Workers* official. 
Local 887, Los Angeles — “ I tell 
our laid-off aircraft people: Con­ 
serve your money and don’t get 
into debt until the job situation 
im proves.” 
The 
survey indicated 
that 
in 
spite of Washington's well-publi­ 
cized swing to easier money, cred­ 
it is tighter for millions of lower- 
income consumers. 
In almost every city, depart­ 
ment stores have begun wooing 
new credit customers with “ re­ 
volving” charge accounts, which 


perm it a customer to pay, say, 
$50 a month on his account but 
keep 
adding 
to 
it. 
Interest 
is 


charged on the unpaid balance. 
In only one city did the AP re­ 
porters find a businessman who 
thought this was being overdone. 
A Huntington, W Va., banker was 
“ appalled” by the increase. He 
said: 
“ Instead of cutting down 
they’re going deeper into debt.” 
A curious by-product of reces­ 
sion is an upturn, in some areas, 
in the luxury trade. M acy’s vast 
departm ent store 
in New York 
City reported it is selling more 
jewels, furs, and perfumes, and 
costlier ones. 
“ People 
a r e 
eating 
bigger 
lunches and cutting down on din­ 
ner,” said an official of the New 
York State Restaurant Assn. 
Do-it-yourself haircuts are com­ 
ing back in Minneapolis.
